ing some time and attention to the pur- 
posed changes ID the oity government 
have reasons to feel encouraged over 
the interest shown by representative 
citizens and taxpayers in the matter. 
The meeting, which was held at the 
council ohamber last night to discuss 
the proposed bill, was well attended by 
the business element of the oity—men 
who are interested in good, honest, 
economical government. 
Among those 


present wero Samuel Reed, Wm. M. 
Pnrsell, Judge Osborn, H. S. Grimes, 
Gus Damarin, 
Ph. 
Zoellner, 
Jos. 


Ooates; George D. Selby, A. T. John- 
son, A. L. Sanford, P. B. Selby, Dr. 
W. D. Tremper, Ohas. Williams, J. P. 
Pnrdum, Judge John G. Milner, Prank 
Knauss, Ohas. Winter, Dr. C..P. Den- 
nis, Oounoilmen Harsha, Selby aud 
Calvin, Capt. W. A. MoFarlin. Messrs. 
J. Easelborn and L. D. York were un- 
able to be present, bnt sent assurances 
of hearty co-operation. 


Mr. Reed cook tbe chair and called 


the meeting to order. OQ suggestion of 
Mr. George D. Selby, Mr. Ooates read 
a synopsis of the proposed bill. 
This 


has already been published in the Times. 
In biiaf, it ia proposed to invest the 
management of city affairs generally 
in the hnnds of a board of control, 
abolishing the water works, cemetery, 
health and other boards and commis- 
sions, and numerous offices, such as 
street commissioner, etc. 
The board 


shall have power to engage 'superin- 
tendents and fix salaries. 
The city 


council shall consist of one member 
from each ward and three from the 
city at large, one .of the latter to be 
president. 
The board of 
education 


shall be constituted in- a like manner. 
The oity officers shall consist of mayor, 
police judge and treasurer, who shall 
be chosen by the people, and chief of 
police, who shall be chosen by the 
board of control. The council shall 
elect its clerk. The mayor is to have 
the veto power over council, three- 
fourths vote being required 
to pass 


ordinances and resolutions over his 
veto. 


It is provided that assessors shall be 


appointed by the 
tax 
commission, 


which commission shall also select the 
decennial board and election bourd and 
have power to levy two mills. The 
board of control shall meet at least 
four times a week and have exclusive 
charge of all oity property, streets, po- 
lice, fire department, eto. 
This is in 


brief the changes proposed. 


The bill was generally discussed. 


There was a difference of opinion as to 
the number who should constitute the 
board of affairs. 
The original draft 


provided for three, one of whom should 
be a lawyer and should act as oity 
solicitor. It was also provided that the 
mayor should be a member. 
At a 


previous meeting the number of mem- 
bers of the board was increased to four. 


It was the sense of the meeting that 


neither the mayor nor oity solicitor 
should be members of 
the 
board. 


There was a question as to how the 
board should 
be appointed. 
Some 


thought the mayor, others the tax com- 
mission, others the circuit judges. No 
agreement was reashed. 


Among those who spoke was Judge 


Milner, who remarked that, though the 
city was flourishing even in hard times, 
the debt was flourishing the wrong 
way, and he thought the bill a good 
one, and that the mayor and oity 
solicitor should not.be members of the 
board; Geo. D. Selby, who approved 
the bill heartily and thought the com- 
mon pleas judge should have the ap- 
pointing power, and who especially ap- 
proved the idea of the tax commission- 
ers selecting the assessors; Samuel 
Reed, who agreed with Mr. Milner 
that the mayor and solicitor should not 
be members of the board; H. S. Grimes, 
who thought other cities of our grade 
should be consulted and asked to co- 
operate; A. T. Johnson, who approved 
the general idea of the bill as tending 
to give us a better government; W. B. 
Grice, J. P. Pnrdnm and others. 


The only member present dissenting 


was Frank V. Knauss, who character- 
ized non-partisan government as a 
"d—d humbug," and who waxed elo- 
quent in his denunciation of the bill.

85. The disbursements, including re- 
mittances to the comptrolleer, were 
$4,852.56. The total amount of cash 
now in the hands of the receiver and 
the comptroller is a few dollars over 
$19,000. 
In order to declare a divi- 


dend of ten per cent, on all claims 
proven to date it will be necessary to 
have $30,846.17 on hands. The chances 
are that a dividend will not be declared 
before the first or middle of November. 


The total amount collected by the 


receiver since he took hold of the bank 
is |187,005.17. The total assets of the 
bank, as figured up by the receiver were 
1975,797.10.- The receiver is positive, 
however, that enough will be realized 
to pay depositors from 70 to "75 cents) 
in the end. 


Receiver Armstrong could nut say 


how much more time would be required 
to wind up the bank. It depended al- 
together on what progress was made in 
the Davis estate settlements. Suits are 
now pending and will be heard in the 
United States court at Cincinnati at 
th next term. 
District Attorney Ear- 


Ian Cleveland and Attorney Holoomb 
have been taking depositions to be sub- 
mitted to the judge and the cases will 
be decided, veiy likely, at the next 
term.
